** a depth of twenty feet between the 
crowns of the tunnels, and it remains to be 
geen whether the City of Chicago, or who- 
ever has control of these obstructions, will 
consent to their being lowered for the ben- 
efit of the commerce of the river. Calcula- 
tion has been made from which it appears 


that an immense sum of money would be 


necessary before the tunnel crowns could be 
lowered, and the removal of the center piers

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|BRYAN IN A FATALTRAIN WRECK 


Twelve People Killed and on Many More Injured on the Santa 
Fe Near Emporia, Kas.—Silver Apostle Works 
Heroically Rescuing the Wounded. 


Emporia, Kas., Sept. 8.—[Special.]—Three 
miles east of this city tonight occurred one 
of the worst wrecks in the history of the 
Santa Fé road. At least twelve men are 
killed and ten or twelve badly wounded:

W. J. Bryan Escapes. 
| William J. Bryan, the free silver advocate, 
was on the train, but was not injured. 

The wreck was the result of a collision be- 
tween the fast mail going east and the Cali- 
fornia train going west. The Mexico and 
California train was drawn by two engines, 
and when they struck the fast mail all three 
of the engines exploded and tore a hole in 
the track so deep that the smoking car of 
the west-bound train went on top of the 
wreck of the three engines and two mall cars 
and balanced there without turning over. 

The passengers in this car, in escaping 
through the windows, came very near turn- 
ing the car over, in which event the fatality 
would have been terrible, as this car soon 
caught fire from the exploded engines un- 
derneath it and burned to ashes in no time. 

To add to the horror of the scene in this 
car the front door overhung a terrible vol- 
ume of smoke and steam, while the-rear 
door was so tight that it would notopen. In 
jumping out of the windows two or three 
passengers fell through the rifts of the 
wreck underneath, and it is impossible to 
tell what happened to them. 


Large and Gay Crowd. 

The west-bound train carried seven or 
eight coaches because of the heavy traffic 
occasioned by William J. Bryan's visit. 
Everybody was gay and happy. The dis- 
tinguished advocate of free silver was him- 
self on the train, but was in the rear car, 
probably 400 feet from where the wreck oc- 
curred. Bryan was one of the most active 
men in the crowd of rescuers. He helped 
to go through the wreck, braving the most 
terrible dangers, assisting in carrying out 
every one of the dead and wounded men 
and paying the greatest attention to their 
care. His cool head was valuable in point- 
ing out dangers and directing how to avoid 
them. 


Dying Man Thanks Bryan.

Mr. Bryan went into the fast mail car, the 
end of which was burning, and secured him 
the desired drink of water. Mr. Bryan 
went into a car and brought out a cushion 
seat to make a pillow for another dying 
man. He was everywhere and assisting 
everybody, and was perfectly cool during all 
the terrible scenes. 


The Mexico and California train, west- 
ward bound, left Burlingame one hour late. 
It was due to leave there at 5: p. m., but 
did not leave until 6:20. When it departed 
from Burlingame a second cngine was put 
with the first and five coaches attached. 
Every coach was crowded and not a foot 
of space was in the aisles. The rear and 
front platforms of every coach were also 
crowded. Luckily the bulk of the crowd 
got off at Osage City, and those who re- 
mained in the coaches had seats. 

Making Up Time. 

The engineer of the west-bound train had 
orders to meet the fast mail at Emporia 
and he was making uptime. The train must 
have been running at the rate of at least 
forty miles an hour. The conductor and 
brakeman were getting their lanterns ready 
for Emporia, which was three miles cff. 
There was no warning signal. 

The west-bound train was going around a 
slight curve, and met the fast mail probably 
within two hundred feet. There was a 
shock as if the train had bumped up against 
a stone wall. Then there was an explosion, 
a scraping sound, an uncertain movement 
of the coaches, and all the lights went out. 
Those who were in the first coach in the 
west-bound train were left in darkness and 
they soon realized the peril of their posi- 

« tion, for the coach was filled with smoke and 
the peculiar odor arising from the pouring 
of water on hot cinders. 


Terrible Ordeal. 

One man, after getting out through a win- 
dow, said: ‘‘ I thought I was going through 
the gates of hell.“ 

His description is not exaggerated. After 
the crash the smoking car went off the rails 
and ran over the wrecked coaches and en- 
gines, and as it rose and fell with the rise 
and fall of the wreck the feeling of the ter- 
rorized -passengers was dreadful. Nobody 
knew how soon it would fall on the other 
side or go to pieces or be set on fire by the 
engine fires that were under it. 

While this car went off its trucks another 
lodged on top the pile of wreck without 
turning over, and nobody in it was seriously 
hurt. The car in the rear of it not only 
turned over, but several of the occupants 
were injured more or less. There were not 
more than a dozen passengers in the fast 
mail, all in one coach, and while none of 
them was seriously injured, the shaking up 
was terrible. 

Every Seat Torn Up. 

Every seat was torn from its floor fasten- 
ing with such force that many of them 
pulled planks from the floor with them. 
One man, John Sweeney, was thrown over 
three seats, clear out of a window, and by 
some miracle was uninjured. There were 
but two coaches in the west-bound train 
wrecked outside of the baggage and mail 
cars. The mail and baggage cars of the fast 
mail were a total wreck. So far as could be 
ascertained only one sack of mail was 
rescued from both trains before they were 
burned. 

Miscarriage of orders. 

The wreck was caused by the miscarriage 
of orders from the trainmaster. The con- 
ductor. of the @ast-bound train was ord 
pass the west:

NO SIGNS OF COOLER WEATHER. 


Torrid Wave Still Hovers Over Chicago 
and Vicinity—Two Men Are 
Prostrated by Heat. 


The mercury has continued to mount up- 
wards from the bulb of the thermometer for 
another twenty-four hours, and yet the 
weather man is as much puzzled as ever to 
account for this belated wave of torridity. 
Yesterday at 2 o’clock the temperature 
reached 92°, according to the records of the 
bureau; and at 8 in the morning it stood at 
76˙. 

Two heat prostrations were reported. One 
was Joseph Walsh, 22 years old, an employé 
in Lyon & Healy’s musical instrument fac- 
tory at Ogden avenue and Randolph street. 
He lives with his family at 441 Washburne 
avenue. He was taken to the County Hos- 


_ pital, and it is believed he will recover. 


An unidentified man was found uncon- 
scious at Wabash avenue and Harrison 
street last evening and removed to the 
County Hospital. He was suffering from the 
excessive heat. His condition is serious. 

There is no prospect of cooler weather 
for another day at least. Neither is there 
any rain anywhere insight. Everywhere the 
sky is hard and dry as a bone. But it is 
just possible that tomorrow may bring re- 
lief. 

Out in Nebraska and the Dakotas there is 
a breath of cooler weather, and it is more 
than probable some of it will reach this lati- 
tude within a few hours.

Death Alone in a Fire. 


CHILD SEES HER AGONY. 


Husband Encounters Obstacles in 
Hunting Her Remains. 


FIVE PERSONS ARE INJDRED. 


With clothing afire and screaming with 
pain, little Dora Lesmann, 152 Belmont 
avenue, ran into W. C. Schedler's drug store, 
143 Belmont avenue, at 5:50 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon. 

Mamma is burning up,“ she cried. “I 
saw her kneeling on the back porch with her 


Schedler and the Rev. V. Brauns, pastor 
of the Epiphany German Lutheran Church 
at Roscoe boulevard and Clairmont avenue, 
who was in the drug store, rushed out to the 
sidewalk in time to see firemen dash into the 
burning building. 

The condition of the child demanded their 
first attention. Her deeply burned arm was 
hastily dressed. ‘Turning from the child, the 
minister ran into the street and asked how 
the mother was. The firemen had seen no 
woman, 

Herman Lesmann, the father and husband, 
arrived at this moment from the brickyards 
at Hoyne and Wellington avenues, where 
he works, and found his house in flames. 

Where are my wife and my children?“ he 
asked. 

The neighbors told him the little girl was 
in the drug store and the other children safe 
with neighbors. 


Turned Back by the Police. 
Lesmann rushed to the drug store, and 
Dora told him she left her mamma kneeling 
on the back porch wrapped in flames and 
saying her prayers. The half-crazed man 
tried to break through the police lines to 


turned back. 

Tour wife was taken away in a wagon,”’ 
he was told by people in the crowd. She 
has been sent to the hospital.“ All the hos- 
pitals were called up by telephone, and no 
traces of the missing woman were found. 

I saw two men carry Mrs. Lesmann off 
through the alley,“ said another neighbor. 
All the police stations were asked for in- 
formation, but none was found. 

Tour wife was crazed by her hurts and 
she wandered off to a house in another 
street,“ suggested people with theories. 
* You will find her all right tomorrow.“ 

The firemen, under Police Captain Schuet- 
tler’s directions, made a search for the 
woman until 8 o’clock, and then went away, 
declaring it was just one of the ways of 
people on the North Side to believe some- 
body was burned up every time there was a 
fire. The police staid. They told Lesmann 
to wait and they would search the surround- 
ing prairies. 

: Finds His 
Carrying a lighted chndle, Lesmann ap 

peared in the rear of his home about 9 

o’clock and began turning up the damp char- 

coal with his fingers. 

I know she is there,” he said, and the 
police could not shake his belief. He did not 
have long to search. Buried under less than 
two inches of charcoal he found the head 
and trunk of his wife. Truck Company 21 
was called out from Belmont and Ashland 
avenues and the charred remains were dug 
out and tenderly lifted and carried away by 
a big fireman. 

Five Persons Injured. 

Three two and a half story frame dwell- 
ings were partially destroyed and five people 
were more or less seriously injured during 
the fire.

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SCHOOL BOARD WILL ARBITRATE 


Names a Committee to Meet Representatives of Building 
Trades Council and Settle Controversy Over Union 
Clause—Ac‘ion on Civil Service. 


The Board of Education has finally resort- 
ed to arbitration as a hopeful means of set- 
tling its controversy with the Building 
Trades Council. After listening td an 
opinion at the meeting last night from D. 
L. Morrill, the board's legal adviser, and 
after defeating several attempts to have 
the matter again referred to committees, 
Thomas Gallagher moved the chairman, 
Vice President Thomas Cusack, appoint a 
committee of five members to meet a like 
committee from the labor council for the 
purpose of arranging, if possible, a satis- 
factory adjustment of the whole matter. 
There were no objections, and the committee 
as named was composed of Thomas Gal- 
lagher, P. F. Pettibone, Clayton Marks, J. 


T. Keating, and G. H. Harris. 


Mr. Morrill had held that under the law 
no general rule could be adopted by the 
board which would prohibit absolutely the 
employment of non-union labor, but he left 
a loophole to the effect that under certain 
conditions particular contracts, specifying 
the kind of labor and material to be used, 
can be entered into. 

This gave J. T. Keating an opporturity to 
urge that the request of the unions be grant- 
ed and the union labor clause they ask for 
be incorporated in all future building con- 
tracts. 

Mr. Brenan’s Resolution. 

But this idea did not seem to meet with 
favor from any other member. So Mr. 
Brenan offered the following: 

„ Whereas, It is the sense of this board 
that union wages be paid for all classes of 
work upon the school buildings of this city, 
and that union labor be employed in all 
branches of said work, provided said work 
is classified under any existing union, and it 
being understood that no competent work- 
men is prohibited from joining such unions; 
and, 

“Whereas, The foregoing expression of 
opinion is prompted solely by the belief that 
the employment of union labor is essential 
to the protection of the interests intrusted 
to the care of this board, and will produce 
more substantial results than would other- 
wise be the case; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Committee on Ju- 
diciary be and hereby is instructed to pre- 
pare and report at the next meeting of this 
board such amendment to the rules as will 
carry into effect the sense of this board as 
above expressed upon this subject.’’ 


Said in the Discussion. 

This brought forth a flood of discussion. 

Mr. Brenan said that inasmuch as the 
opinion of the attorney left an easy way out 
of the difficulty he thought there was only 
the one thing to do. 

Mr. Gallagher was eager to settle the whole 
trouble then and there and as part of his 
speech put in an opinion by S. P. McConnell 
that he saw no legal objections to the board 
adopting such a rule as the labor people de- 
mand. He thought, however, the rule 
which requires that contracts shall be let 
to the lowest bidders in every case might 
have some bearing as operating against the 
propriety of adopting such a clause. 

Clayton Marks was opposed to doing any- 
thing that would disfranchise non-union 
laborers and took the ground the action 


would affect the board’s pension | 
employés. He gave warning, however, that 


under the pension system the law would 
step in and interfere. Then he wanted Mr.

Report on Civil Service. 

Considerable interest waited upon the re- 
port of the Judiciary committee on the sub- 
ject of the contention with the Civil Service 
commisison. The report was brief and recom- 
mended that the attorney be authorized to 
enter the appearance of the board in the 
suit begun by the commission and to defend 
the board’s suit, with the purpose of ob- 
taining a judicial settlement of the question 
as soon as possible. 

There was present the labor representa- 
tion which has been a conspicuous feature 
of the board’s recent meetings. Among the 
more prominent ones were: F. M. Ryan. 
chairman of the business agents of the 
Building Trades Council; C. B. Quealy, 
business ‘agent of the Electrical Mechanics; 
S. S. Vaughn, business agent of the Painters’ 
union; Timothy Cruise, President of the 
Carpenters’ District council; P. J. Grimes 
and Ed Miller of the Building Material Men's 
council. 

There was much disappointment among 
them over the vote on Mr. Brenan’s motion, 
as they had been led to hope from the vote 
on the previous motion that it would carry. 

When asked in what spirit the trades 
council committee would meet the commit- 
tee of the board Chairman Ryan said: 

In a friendly spirit, of course; that is 
always our rule.“ 

He did not seem enthusiastic, however, 
regarding the probability of the conference 
resulting in a settlement of the difficulty, 
nor did the other labor men present. 


Labor Representatives’ Views. 

The labor representatives who attended 
the meeting expressed themselves later as 
being unfavorable to the arbitration propo- 
sition. It was stated freely that the Build- 
ing Trades’ Council would never vote in 
favor of arbitration even if the Board of 
Business Agents could be persuaded to con- 
sider it. 

M. B. Madden, a member of the Strike 
board, said: 

Arbitration is out of the question. The 
council will never consider it for a moment. 
We believe we are right, and we intend to 
fight it out on that line. It can be author- 
itatively stated that we are not seeking a 
compromise, and the strike will never be 
settled by arbitration. It begins to look 28 
if the School board was looking for a grace- 
ful way to back out of an awkward posi- 
tion.“

Rome, Sept. 8.—A dispatch from Bologna 


says that Pietro Mascagni, the young com- 
poser of Cavalleria Rusticana.“ L’ Amico 
Fritz,“ and other short operas, has been 
wounded by the accidental discharge of a 
revolver which he was examining. 

The Gazzetta del Emilia, a newspaper pub- 
lished in Bologna, says that the shooting 
was not accidental. It declares that the 
wound was self-inflicted in an attempt to 
commit suicide. This statement, however, is 
not confirmed. 


Until the first public performance of the 
“Cavalleria Rusticana,’’ the world knew 
nothing of Pietro Mascagni. From that 
moment his rise was cometlike. Mascagni, 
now only 84 years old, was born at Liverno. 
His father was a baker, sturdy and practical. 
It was his wish that Pietro should study law. 


It is recorded of the baker that, having be- 
come reconciled to Pietro’s plan of musical 
cultivation, he presented the talanted boy 
with a 70-franc piano. But the baker com- 
pelled Pietro to master the rudiments of his 
profession before the new plano was al- 
lowed in the house. As early as 1881, when 
only 18 years old, Mascagni composed an 
operetta. His next ventures were an Ave 
Maria and a Pater Noster,’ which won 
for him the first prize at the Milan exhibition. 

A year later Mascagni composed a cantata, 
„Alla Gioja,“ which attracted widespread 
attention. Then his uncle and patron died, 
financial difficulties threatened to end his 
musical career, but one of his compositions 
won for him the friendship of Count Flores- 
tano de Lardarel. To the Count the 
‘‘Cavalleria Rusticana was subsequently 
dedicated. His new patron sent Mascagni 
to the Milan Conservatory. In 1886 Mas- 
cagni settled at Cerignola, Italy, and began 
work on the opera destined to be famous. 
The completed work was entered in the com- 
petition instituted by Sonzogno at Milan as 
‘‘ Cavalleria Rusticana, a one-act musical 
melodrama.”’ It languished untouched for 
eight months, receiving the first public hear- 
ing May 17, 1890. Its success was immediate, 
and in a day Mascagni became famous

Mrs. John C. Van Schaack Brikgs Suit 


im Kings Ceunty, N. T., Against 
Peter Van Schaack ef Chicago, Ac- 
cusing Him of Respensibility for 
the Separation Between Her Hus- 
band and Herself—Defendaat De- 
mies the Charges. 


New York, Sept. 8.—[Special.]—A Chicago 
family figures in a suit in the Kings County 
Supreme Court for the alleged alienation of 
a husband's affections. Mrs. John C. Van 
Schaack is the plaintiff and Peter Van 
Schaack, her father-in-law, senior partner 
of the drug firm of Van Schaack & Sohs of 
Chicago, is the defendant. 

The action was begun today by Felix R. 
McCloskey of Bath Beach, attorney for Mrs. 
Van Schaack, who is at present stopping at 
one of the leading hotels there. 

The plaintiff is a daughter of Henry 
Palmer. Her specific charge against her 
father-in-law, upon which is based her claim 
for $65,000 damages, contained in the fourth 
paragraph of her complaint, is as follows: 

“That in the month of —, 1897, while 
the plaintiff's said husband was living with 
her in the City of Brooklyn, and while they 
were living happily together as man and 
wife, the defendant, who is the father of 


this plaintiff's said husband, wrongfully - 


contriving and intending to injure the plain- 
tiff, by means of the great influence which 
the defendant had over his son, enticed her 
said husband aw from the plaintiff and 
from their joint home in Brooklyn and in- 
duced him to go to Chicago. And the de- 
fendant has ever since, by his threats and 
undue influence, induced his son to remain 
away from this plaintiff.” 
Married in Florida. 

Mrs. Van Schaack, then Miss Florence 
Palmer, and John C. Van Schaack, were 
winter visitors in Florida together in 1888, 
and in March of that year wers married 
in Pensacola. They returned to Chicago 
to live, but for thé last three years have 
traveled much and have made their home in 
Brooklyn. They have one child, a boy 7 
ears old, now at a private school in Mount 
Vernon. The wife is a handsome woman, 
26 years old. She was educated in Paris 
and Berlin. Her husband is 37 years old. 

The separation of the Van Schaacks, 
which, the wife alleges, was due to the in- 
fluence her father-in-law brought to bear 
on her husband, took place last March. Then 
the eider Van Schaack visited them in 
Brooklyn, and after a short stay returned to 
Chicago, his son going with him. He did not 
return, and Mrs. Van Schaack charges that 
he is kept from her by her father-in-law.

„The potato crop has failed everywhere, 
and there is something to excuse the alarm- 
dst language of those who are beginning to 
talk about a great famine, but distress on 
that scale is no more likely than another 
invasion of barbarians. Yet there will be, 
in a measure, suffering in Ireland as real, if 
less terrible, than that which the profes- 
sional agitators are beginning to predict.”

The concession originally granted by the 
United States of Colombia for the construc- 
tion of the Isthmian canal to connect the 
Atlantic and Pacific Oceans to De Lesseps 
and his syndicate of French capitalists sub- 
sequently passed into the hands of another 
French company. 


Much Progress Made. 

Notwithstanding all the scandals much 
headway has recently been made. A force 
of 2,000 or 3,000 men has been steadily em- 
ployed. But the uncertainty of final suc- 
cess has been a perpetual source of discour- 
agement, and the concession of the French 
company has for some time been offered for 
sole. The United States and other govern- 
ments have had an opportunity of purchas- 
ing it and continuing work. 

Civil engineers and those familiar with 
canal construction are not of the opinion 
that a company of English capitalists will 
meet with better success than their French 
predecessors. The only source of worriment 
lies in the possibility that the concession 
has passed under the control of the British 
government, in which event unlimited cap- 
ital and engineering science might obviate 
existing difficulties. This would prevent any 
further efforts toward building the Nicara- 
guan canal. 


WAR IN INDIA IS NEARLY OVER. 


Bottom Dropping Out of the Tribal Up- 
rising—Afridis Are Reported 
to Be Dispersing. 


Simla, Sept. 8.—In official circles here it is 

believed the bottom is dropping out of the 
rising of the tribesmen against the British. 
The general officers commanding report that 
the Afridis have dispersed, the news that 
the Zakkakhels are removing their families 
from the Khyber district to Tirah is con- 
firmed, and there is no longer any doubt 
that the enemy is leaving the Samana terri- 
tory.

PLEA OF ENGLISH WOMEN. 


Many Prominent in Society and Philan- 
thropic Work Ask for the 
Pardon of Cisneros. 


{SPECIAL CABLE.) 

London, Sept. 8.—[Copyright, 1897, by W. 
R. Hearst.]—The petition to the Queen of 
Spain on behalf of Miss Cisneros by English- 
women was today dispatched from London 
to Sir Henry Drummond Wolff, British Am- 
bassador at Madrid. It is a large sheet of 
heavy vellum, on which the petition is beau- 
tifully engrossed. It was inclosed in a metal 
dispatch box for shipment to Spain, bound 
in leather and elaborately sealed. In thirty- 
six hours it will reach Sir Henry Drummond 
Wolff, who will present it to the Queen Re- 
gent in behalf of his countrywomen. 

This is the first petition ever sent out by 
Englishwomen to a foreign potentate, and 
one of the few cases on record here where 
women prominent in society, religion, and 
literature in London have united in a plea 
for one of their sex. The names on the pe- 
tition, which number over 200, are officers 
of British women’s organizations, with an 
aggregate membership of over 350,000 per- 
sons. ; ; 

When sent to Madrid today it was accom- 
panied by the following letter to Sir Henry 
Drummond Wolff: 

„May we ask you to present the accom- 
panying memorial from representative Eng- 
lishwomen to her most gracious Majesty 
the Queen Regent? Most of the names will 
be unknown to you. That you may know 
how truly representative they are I am 
troubling you with a few particulars con- 
cerning one or two. Lady Henry Somerset, 
as you know, is, apart from her high social 
position, one of our greatest women philan- 
thropists. She is also President of the Brit- 
ish Women’s Temperance association, num- 
bering over 100,000 members, women of all 
ranks. Lady Mount Temple, Mrs. Smith, 
Miss Weston, Mrs. Amos, and Mrs. Bunting 
are all noted for their philanthropy. The 
Hon. Mrs. B. Russell, herself a very beauti- 
ful young woman of 22, is President of an 
association of young women of good social 
position, numbering some thousands all over 
our country. Madam Davies represents our 
greatest singers, Mrs. Carson and Miss Lillie 
Hanbury the stage, Sarah Grand and Marie 
Corelli literature. Mrs. Bright McLaren is 
John Bright’s only remaiaing sister, and 
one of the pioneers of the woman's move- 
ment, of which her daughter-in-law, Mrs.

Illinois and Indiana Hold Out. 


Interviews with representative miners de- 
veloped that the delegates of Indiana and 
Illinois, representing about 25,000 striking 
miners, are almost a unit in rejecting the 
proposition unless some absolute assurance 
is given that the miners of these States will 
benefit in some way by reason of the set- 
tlement. They claim that as the matter 
stands at present they will gain nothing, and 
moreover will probably have to accept a 
reduction on the price which was in effect 
at the time the strike was declared. Espe- 
cially is this true of the-Illinois miners, and 
the Indiana delegates say that unless the 
Illinois operators make the new rate their 
operators will not do so, as the output of the 
mines comes in direct competition. How- 
ever, if the convention can point out some 
benefits which the Indiana miners will re- 
ceive they can no doubt be influenced to 
swing into line. But the Illinois delegates 
are bitterly opposed to the plan of settle- 
ment, and will fight the proposition to the 
end. They are in favor of continuing the 
strike until an interstate conference of oper- 
ators and miners can be secured which will 
take up the matter and agree upon some uni- 
form price for mining for the various States. 

Fromptly at the appointed hour the dele- 
gates were called to order by National Presi- 
dent Ratchford, who read the call issued 
by the Executive board, which stated the 
object of the session. He then announced 
the following committees for the conven- 


tion:

EXPERT 1S A WORK 


Dr. Guiteras Is Investigating 
at Ocean Springs. 


FINDS BUT TWO CASES, 


Unofficially Stated That Report 
Will Be Reassuring. 


NO CASES AT NEW ORLEANS. 


New Orleans, La., Sept. 8—When the 
Board of Health met tonight Dr. Olliphant 
had no additional cases to report to that 
body as having occurred in New Orleans, 
and was able to say that the local situation 
had vastly improved and that there were 
no present prospects of evil results following 
the death of the Gelpi child. Dr. Oliiphant 
and his staff have slept but little In the 
last seventy-six hours and have fairly hon- 
eycombed the city for suspicious cases of 
fever without result. Now they are ready 
to render any assistance in their power to 


the government and to the Mississippi au- 


thorities in bottling up whatever fever ex- 
ists in Ocean Springs and Biloxi. 

Deep interest has naturally been felt here 
in the outcome of the examination of Dr. 
Guiteras, who arrived at Ocean Springs this 
morning. Under instructions from the su- 
perintendent of the Louisville and Nashville 
Dr. Guiteras was put off in the woods a 
couple of miles from Ocean Springs. It was 
not long thereafter that the doctor ran 
up against the quarantine, and the dis- 
tinguished visitor had fully to establish his 
identity before he was permitted to run the 
line. On his arrival in Ocean Springs Dr. 
Guiteras went immediately to work, in per- 
son investigating a number of cases of the 
prevailing sickness. 

He found only two cases, it is said, that 
deserve the term douhtful or suspicious, 
and, in answer to an inquiry, he said he 
hoped to be able to wire the result of his 
examination to Washington this evening. 
In the meantime a correspondent wired to 


the city that he had learned from a source 


that could not be doubted that Dr. Guiteras, 
after his examination, had not been entirely 
convinced that any yellow fever has existed 
or docs exisc in Ocean Springs. The local 
physicians are not mepared to say what 
effect an opinion by Dr. Guiteras counter 
to that expressed by the four experts, who 
declared the cases they investigated were 
yellow fever, would have. 

A thorough canvass of the wards of Ocean 
Springs completed late this evening shows 
there have been 748 cases of the prevailing 
fever since July 8. There are now thirty- 
seven still sick. The total deaths have been 
nine, and in several instances physicians’ 
certificates show the fever was complicated 
with other diseases. There are believed to 
— been only two deaths due to yellow 

ack. 

At the suggestion of Dr. Grant every 
house where there has been sickness, or 
there is now, is being fumigated. Dr. Grant 
says whether the prevailing disease is 
yellow fever or low malaria it is certainly 
contagious. 

Biloxi people are not absolutely convinced 
that the fever there is yellow jack. Dr. Har- 
ralson has so pronounced the cases, but 
when he has completed his investigation at 
Ocean Springs Dr. Guiteras will be asked 
to visit Biloxi and determine positively 
whether or not Dr. Harralson has correctly 
diagnosed the disease. Until a report is 
made by the Marine Hospital expert the 
Biloxi people declare they will not be sat- 
isfied. 

Mayor Harry Howard has issued a proc- 
lamation to the people of Biloxi announcing 
three cases of yellow fever and three sus- 
pects. He says they are all isolated and that 
no facts will be withheld. Residents of 
North Back Bay have appealed to the Biloxi 
Council, asking that quarantine be raised 
so that they may secure supplies. They 
say they are suffering. 

Dr. Sheedy, who attended the Tillman 
case in Ocean Springs, is reported sick with 
fever at Perkinston. 


| GUITERIAS AT OCEAN SPRINGS. 


Begins His Investigation of the Yellow 
Fever—Two New Cases and 
No Deaths Yesterday. 


Ocean Springs, Miss., Sept. 8.—[Special. ]— 
Ocean Springs has been unusually quiet to- 
day. Nothing of any great importance has 
transpired except the arrival of Dr. John 
Guiterias of Philadelphia this morning. In 
company with Drs. Gant and Bailey he 
commenced the investigation at once and has 
continued at it all day. They refuse to 
give out the result. Dr. Guiterias’ report 
will be sent direct to the Surgeon General 
at Washington before being made public. 

Two new cases of fever developed today. 
Both are very mild types of what the people 
here call dengue. There are but two serious 
cases in town tonight and the total number 


sick today is thirty-seven. There have been 


no deaths today. 

The first mail in three days’ time left here 
this evening. A carload of provisions ar- 
rived today. 

Everybody is anxiously awaiting Dr. 
Guiterias’ report, which will probably be 
made known some time tomorrow.

152 Belmont avenue—Hans Lindermann, owner 
and tenant of upper flat; Herman Lesmann, ten- 
ant of lower flat. 

154 Belmont avenue—Albert Louis Rockenwitz, 
Owner; Mary Hoffman and Wenzel Richter, ten- 
ants of rear flats. 

The last named house, standing on the 
corner of Leavitt street, was totally de- 
stroyed. The middle house was damaged to 
the amount of $1,500, and the third to the 
amount of $500. Furniture valued at $500 
was destroyed. The insurance was small. 
Lesmann had allowed his to lapse only 
three days ago on account of lack of means. 


Thousands Rush to the Premises. 


The excitement caused by the doubt as to 
the fate of Mrs. Lesmann was intense 
throughout the neighborhood, and thousands 
of people tried to rush into the Lesmann 
premises when it was learned the body had 
been found. Women stole through the police 
picket to see the charred corpse, and one 
woman, leading two little girls, had to be 
driven away almost with force. 

While the excitement was at the highest 
Miss Annie Knaus, who works down-town, 
arrived, and heard a woman had been 
burned to death. Believing it was her 
mother, she fainted, and when revived, raved 
as a mad person. She was told her mother 
was standing in the street unhurt. She 
thought it a ruse to deceive her, and refused 
to go and see. Kind neighbors found Mrs. 
Knaus and led her to where the young wom- 
an was lying. The two women wept for joy. 


WILL TRY TO FIND CHARNLEY. 


American Security Company Puts a 
Detective Agency to Discover 
His Hiding Place. 


The whereabouts of Charles M. Charnley, 
the defaulting Treasurer of the Presbyter- 
lan Board of Aid for Colleges and Acade- 
mies, and of the benevolent fund of the 
Fourth Presbyterian Church, is still un- 
known. The search is now in the hands of 
Thiel's Detective Agency, and there are rea- 
sons to believe that they will soon succeed 
in discovering his hiding place. They are 
now acting in the interests of the American 
Security company, which stands on Charn- 
ley’s bond for $25,000. 

It is claimed now by Charnley’s few re- 
maining friends that his first wrong step 
was almost forced upon him by the fclilure 
of the American Cooperage company, of 
which he was President. In 1894 the plant. 
which was located at Baton Rouge, La., was 
burned to the ground. 

The insurance money was, however, suffi- 
cient to save the company for the time, and 
work was immediately begun at rebuilding. 
But the new structure had scarcely been 
completed when it was swept away, foun- 
dations and all, in the freshet of the follow- 
ing spring. 


ROUT NEIGHBORS WITH SHOTS. 


Policeman Cronin and Francis Clarke 
Exchange Volleys on the 
West Side. 


Pistol volleys at short range, exchanged 
between Francis Clarke, Curtis and West 
Randolph streets, and Policeman ‘James 
Cronin of the Lake Street Station, fright- 
ened the residents around Ann and Randolph 
streets into a precipitate retreat from the 
front porches, where they were cooling off 
at 10 o'clock last night. Nine shots were 


fred, but no one, either marksman or by- 


stander, was hit. 

After firing four shots at Cronin’s head, 
two of which whistled perilously close, 
Clarke made his escape down an alley east 
of Ann street and eluded the policeman 
who pursued him.

| STRUBLE IS A SUICIDE. 


OFFICIALS 80 DECLARE REGARDING 
THE MICHIGAN CASHIER. 


Dennis Ryan Is Cleared of Suspicion 
im the Case, and the Whole Theory 
ot Murder Is Exploded—Finding of 
the Dead Man’s Pistol in the Bank 
Vault—Other Evidence of Self-De- 
struction—His Accounts Are in Bad 
Shape. 


Shepherd, Mich., Sept. 8.—[Special.]—The 
so-called Struble murder miystery is devel- 
oping into a story of defalcation and sul- 
cide. It is known almost beyond doubt that 
Struble died by his own hand, and the char- 
itably inclined say he was insane when he 
did it. One by one the supporters of the 
murder theory are forsaking that idea. The 
inquest was continued at the opera-house 
this morning. Prosecuting Attorney Mc- 
Namara of Mount Pleasant and Attorneys 
i. A. Fancher and Charles Russell conduct- 
ed the examination of witnesses. The jury 
was composed of Q. Walling, Marion Keith, 
Frank Taylor, Allen Clay, A. C. Vreden- 
burg, and J. Moore, well-known residents of 
Shepherd and vicinity. Twenty-three wit- 
nesses were examined, but absolutely noth- 
ing new was brought out. Half a dozen 
people living on the road between Mount 
Pleasant and Shepherd swore that they saw 
a rig driving towards Mount Pleasant at an 
early hour the morning of Aug. 21, when 
Struble met his death, but here all sitnilar- 
ity in their stories ceases. That rig and its 
occupants took on more shapes and differ- 
ent characteristics than a dime novel de- 
tective has disguises. 


Vindicating Dennis Ryan. 


The officers are convinced that at least 
four of the witnesses were telling stories 
manufactured out of whole cloth simply to 
gain a little cheap notoriety. One of the 
witnesses went so far as to recognize Den- 
nis Ryan as an occupant of the buggy, but 
the bulk of the testimony adduced vindi- 
cated wholly and entirely both Dennis Ryan 
and his son from any complicity in the sup- 
posed murder. The last witness placed on 
the stand was Dennis Ryan himself, and 
when he stepped down not a person in the 
room had a doubt of his innocence. He told 
a straightforward story and was entirely 
at ease. 

Mr. Ryan testified to having called upon 
Struble on Friday, Aug. 20, for the bank 
books, as of John F. Ryan, owner of the 
bank, wished to examine them. Struble 
gave him those not actually in use and 
promised to bring up the others on Satur- 
day morning, adding that there was little 
money in the bank, but he expected some 
by Monday. He also said: ‘ Tell John not 
to talk to me any more over the telephone, 
as the depositers may hear it and get ex- 
cited.”” The People’s Savings Bank had 
failed the day before, and he evidently feared 
a run on his own bank if any suspicion got 
abroad that everything was not all right. 
An adjournment was taken when Mr. Ryan 
had been examined until tomorrow morn- 
ing. 

Theory of Suicide. 


The officers have been working upon the 
suicide theory for about a week. What first 
turned their attention to this idea was the 
discovery of a mysterious depositor, who 
evidently had extensive dealings with the 
Farmers’ Bank. On Aug. 2 it was discov- 
ered that Frank Sutton had deposited $500, 
which was withdrawn on Aug. 11. No one 
knew anything of such a man, and the mys- 
tery about him was deepened when word was 
sent by the Jackson City Bank that a check 
for $1,000 given upon them payable to the 
Shepherd Bank had been received and dis- 
honored, for they knew nosuchman. Local 


| officials got hold of the check and began to 


see light when it was discovered to be in 
Cashier Struble’s handwriting. This Sut- 
ton transaction, they argue, shows the mo- 
tive for suicide. Struble knew he had no 
funds wherewith to pay depositors. What 
became of the money J. F. Ryan intrusted 
to him to carry on business with no one 
knows. According to the new theory, the 
depositors, if the crash came, could not 
realize one per cent, and as they were rel- 
atives or personal friends of Struble’s he 
could not bear the thought of facing the men 
he had betrayed. Frank Sutton was manu- 
factured for the occasion to lead people to 
believe that Struble was tricked out of the 
money, instead of using it himself, as he 
evidently did, and thus thinking his name 
would remain untarnished and his relatives 
would be secured from the inevitable 
anguish the discovery of his dishonesty 
would cause he accomplished his own de- 
struction. 
His Revolver Found. 


Deputy Sheriff Estee, assisted by Sheriff 
Mogg and Prosecuting Attorney McNamara, 
have followed this idea persistently, and 
knew that a trying case was practically 
cleared up when the weapon which caused 
Struble’s death was found. It is his own re- 
volver, which was discovered on Saturday 
carefully hidden in the bank vault with 
three of the chambers empty. As three bul- 
lets had been fired into Struble from a 32- 
culiber revolver, and the weapon found is of 
the same caliber, the point is an important 
one. 

The supposition is that Struble arose on 
Saturday momhing, put his revolver in his 
pocket, and went down to the bank. Then, 
with the cunning of insanity, the bank's im- 
terior was disarranged to show evidence of 
a struggle. He fired the three bullets into 
his own person, the revolver was hidden, 
and the misguided man lay down to die. 

It is evident that Struble had contem- 
plated suicide for a long time, as a few 
minutes before 4 on Friday afternoon he 
called the treasurer of the Maccabees into 
the banking office. The lodge had $119in the 
bank, and Struble handed it to the treasurer, 
$100 in bills and $19 in silver, remarking at 
the same time that they might be able to 
pay it on Saturday, but it was better to be 
safe. Then, just before banking hours for 
the day were over, he crossed the street to 
the Commercial Bank and asked how they 
were for currency. The directors of this 
bank, becoming suspicious that all was not 
right with the Farmers’ Bank, had already 
warned their cashier not to lend Struble any 
money. Thus the unfortunate man’s last 
attempt to stave off disgrace and death was 


unavailing. 


Death to Be Investigated. 

An investigation will be made today into 
the circumstances surrounding the death of 
J. L. Wallace, who was found dead in bed 
yesterday in his room at the Hotel Bristol, 
214 Thirty-first street.

MORE OF BRYAN’S 30PHISMS. 

Bryan asumes that— 

‘While the Republicans seem to have come over 
to our position, there is this essential difference 
between them and the bimetallists: The latter de- 
sire to raise all prices to the bimetallic level and 
then keep them there by a financial system which 
will furnish a standard money sufficient in volume 
to keep pace with the demand for money. The 
former praise a dear dollar, but grow happy over 
the cheapening of the dollar in its relation to a 
tew articles. 

The Republicans praise an honest dol- 
lar, nota dear dollar. Dear is Bry- 
an’s word. He uses it because the honest 
dollar is worth more than his 39-cent cheap 
silver abomination. If a dollar is really 
dear it will be so in relation to all articles 
and not to a limited number. Hence Bryan 
talks nonsense when he speaks of a “ dear” 
dollar being cheapened “in relation to a 
few articles.” It must be all or none. 

But what is the meaning of this jargon in 
which Bryan assumes to define the position 
of those silver monometallists whom he 
calls bimetallists?“ What is this 
“ bimetallic level“ he speaks of, and what 
has a silver monometallist like Bryan to 
do with a “ level or anything else which is 
“ bimetallic?” 

Bimetallism means (a) two different kinds 
of metal used for money. (b) The same 
value of each metal to be coined free into 
a piece of money, which may be called a 
dollar or by some other name, so that 
each kind of metal piece will buy the same 
amount of weight of anything, and that 
the two kinds will circulate concurrently— 
side by side in business of all kinds. That 
is bimetallism. : 

Does Bryan meag that kind of money? 
No; far from it. He means a dollar in 
silver to be worth 39 cents, or whatever the 
silver price may happen to be. Hence his 
use of the term is frandulent—willful- 
ly and intentionally fraudulent and dis- 
honest. i 

Putting 39 cents’ worth of silver in a 
coin and 100 cents’ worth of gold in another 
coin of the same name—i. e.: dollar — 
cannot constitute bimetallism. Nothing less 
than the fiat of the Almighty can create a 
bimetallic system where 8Y-ceut dollars 
coined without limit circulate concurrently 
with 100-cent dollars, and the brain of man 
can no more conceive the possibility of 
his doing it than of his making thirty- 
nine things equal to a hundred things of 
the same kind. : . 

Bryan's: conception of a“ bimetallic cur- 
rency is a 39-cent dollar of silver and a 
100-cent dollar of gold, With such a cur- 
rency, what is the “ bimetallic level” to 
which prices must be raised and at which 
they must be kept? Is 39 or 109 to be the 
level? Or, is there to be a high level and a 
low level price, according as prices are 
quoted in the less valuable dollar or the 
more valuable dollar? 

Who is going to give 100 cents in gold for 
a thing only worth 39 cents in silver; or 
how can 39 cents in silver be made equal to 
100 cents in gold on the coinage ratio of 16 
to 1 when the equilibrium or equivalent 
value requires over 40 to 1? But such is 
Bryan’s preposterous sophisin! 

He says he wants standard money suf- 
ficient in volume to keep pace with the de- 
mand for “ money.” What kind of money? 
Thirty-nine-cent silver dollar moncy or 100- 
cent gold money? 

He will not admit that there is any dif- 
ference between the two. He wants his 


hearers or readers to believe that 371% 
grains of silver are as much money as 23 1-5 


grains of gold, while in point of fact the 
371% grains are but 39 per cent as much 
money. 

Supposing Bryan’s theory of the equlva- 
lence of the free coinage 39-cent silver dol- 
lar and the 100-cent gold dollar were put in 
operation, what would the effect be on the 
money of the United States—its value and 
quantity? The question is not hard to 
answer.

The panic which would follow a change 
from the gold standard to a cheap silver 
standard would be so severe and would 
last so long that it is quite probable a vol- 
ume of currency worth 424% millions in 
gold would be enough for all the business 
there was to do. 

_ Bryan may contend that the gold which 
would be driven out would reappear in the 
form of cheap silver dollars. It is more 
probable that it would reappear in the 
form of American bonds and stocks sent 
home from Europe and sold in this country,

DOLAN’S PLAIN TALK TO. STRIKERS. 


The action of the coal miners of the 


Pittsburg district in their convention on 
Tuesday last for the purpose of choosing 
delegates to the Columbus convention to 
consider the proposition submitted by the 
operators last week may safely be taken as 
marking the termination of the great strike. 
In spite of the bitter opposition of some of 
the extremists the delegates sent to Colum-

begged all we can get from the public, and with 
no contributions we cannot keep up the fight. 


Some surprising developments were also 
made regarding the conference of labor 
organizations at St. Louis. This meeting 
Dolan pronounced “a confession of weak- 
ness,” and added the significant statement 
that “it was not attended by one national 
officer of a labor union from such a great 
labor center as Pittsburg,” while all the 
national officers of labor organizations were 
leaving the field in West Virginia, and 
the miners were returning to work without 
waiting for a settlement. Such facts as 
these, with the evident decline in public 
sympathy with the extreme demands of 
the strikers, fully justified Dolan’s con- 
clusion that their “ cause is growing weaker 
every day.” The conviction that the op- 
erators have reached the extreme point in 
their concessions, and that a further con- 
tinuance of the strike would in all prob- 
ability be followed by the withdrawal of 
their proposition, has, of course, exerted a 


powerful influence in bringing the strike to 


a termination. 

The delegates from Illinois and Indiana 
are opposing the compromise plan, but it 
is not probable that they can muster votes 
enough to defeat it. It is not likely either 
that the miners of these States will refuse 
to go to work if the proposition to accept 
65 cents is carried at Columbus. The 
decisive work of the convention was not 
reached yesterday, but it is believed that 
a majority of the delegates favor an im- 
mediate settlement of the strike. 


THE NEW YORK CITY ELECTION. 

Senator Platt has not said anything 
lately about the Mayoralty nomination in 
Greater New York. But Lemuel E. Quigg, 
the chairman of the Republican County 
committee, declares that the Republican 
organization will have nothing to do with 
Seth Low and the Citizens’ union, whose 
nomination for the Mayoralty Mr. Low 
has accepted. It is not likely that Mr. 
Quigg would make such a statement with- 
out the knowledge and approval of Senator 
Platt. : 

It looks, therefore, as if there are to be 
three candidates in the field—a regular 
Republican, a Tammanyite, and Mr. Low. 
It is not difficult to see that such a triangular 
duel as this will end in the election of the 
Tammany nominee, The more encouraging 
the prospect of success the greater the lia- 
bility of the nomination of the worst pos- 
sible candidate by the Tammany spoilsmen. 

Mr. Croker has come back intending to 
run for Mayor. He thinks that position will 
pay him better than horse-racing in Eng- 
land. To be at the head of a municipality 
whose pay-roll foots up 25 millions a year 
is an alluring prospect. If the opposition 
to Tammany were united Croker would not 
be nominated and would not dream of run- 
ning. His record is such that he can be suc- 
cessful only when the honest voters are 
fighting among themselves. 

The Tammanyites are going to dodge the 
silver question. Hence the Republicans 
need not expect any help from the gold 
Democrats. Mr. Low cannot be expected 
to poll as many. votes as there are names 
on the petitions asking him to run, It is 
easy to get up big petitions. But he will 
poll a respectable vote, and the heavier that 
vote the more signal the defeat of the Re- 
publican candidate, 

The qualifications of Mr. Low are un- 
dieputed. If the Republican politicians 
want a Mayor who will govern for the good 
of the whole city they will accept him, even 
though his selection may be dictated ” by 
an outside organization. If they want a 
man who will be subservient to them and 
divide the spoils among them then Mr. Low 
is not their man, He will do nothing for 
them. 

It is intimated that Tammany, if suc- 
cessful, will do better by the Republican 
practical politicians than a reformer like 


Mr. Low will, and that therefore they are 


ready to smooth the path of Tammany to 
victory sooner than see a man elected from 
whom they have nothing to hope for. There 
have been alliances in the past between 
Tammany and Republican politicians, and 
there may be again. 

Apparently the pig-headedness and per- 
versity of the Republicandeaders are going 
to wreck the cause of good government 
and of the Republican party in Greater 
New York. That great metropolis is to be 
delivered over to Tammany to be misgov- 
erned and plundered remorselessly by it. 
If those leaders cared less for spoils and 
more for ibe welfare of the city they would 
accept the best and most available candi- 
date, even though put in the field by a non- 
partisan organization. 


BISMARCK TAKES A SHY AT THE KAISER. 

Next to Kaiser William's spectaculaf dis- 
plays of royalty there has been nothing 
more sensational! from Germany of late than 
the report of an interview with Prince 
Bismarck, coming by way of Paris. The 
fact of its first appearance in a Paris paper 


may raise some question as to its entire ae- 


curacy; but, while it will inevitably arouse 
the Kaiser's ire to an intense degree, this 
will scarcely serve entirely to discredit it. 
On the contrary, it will be recognized as in 
harmony with the views of the policy of 
the German government as administered un- 
der the present Emperor, so frequently ex- 
pressed by the “Iron Chancellor” and 
probably still more frequently suppressed, 
but not without effort. 

That Prince Bismarck should regard the 
Kaiser's recent ostentatious “ hob-nobbing” 
with the Czar at St. Petersburg as a 
ridiculous fiasco is not to be wondered at, 
though his vigorous expression of opinion 
through an organ 80 intensely hostile to 
German interests was scarcely to be ex- 
pected. His evident conclusion is that in- 
stead of having gained a single pcint by his 
attempt to court the friendship of the 
Ozar, the Kaiser has actually lost ground in 
view of his previous conduct in antagonizing 
England to such an extent. Without hav- 
ing strengthened himself with the Czar, he 
now sees the latter the avowed ally of his 
hated rival, France, while deprived of the 
hope, notwithstanding ties of blood, of 
drawing England into any closer relations 


of friendship. Therefore, says Prince Bis- 


marek, Germany may have occasion to 
“regret having harassed England too 


much.“

‘Suez Canal from England believed by 
many to be one of the strongest motives in- 
fluencing France in forming an alliunce 
with Russia—the ex-Chancellor is of the

What bearing the Franco-Russian alli- 
ance may have upon the ultimate fate of 
Alsace-Lorraine,in the absence of all knowl- 
edge of the details of the treaty just con- 
cluded at St. Petersburg, is of course mat- 
ter of conjecture. Nothing is more evident, 
however, than that the stern ex Chancellor 
regards the affairs of the German Empire 
as falling into a state of serious danger for 
want of sagacious leadership, and in this 


there are many of his countrymen, as well 


as disinterested observers elsewhere, ready 
to agree with him. The eftect of this plain 
talk upon the Kaiser will be watched with 
keen interest by observers on both con- 
tinents.

KIPLEY PLAYS TWEED. 
It is admitted that liquor is being sold at 
many places, in defiance of law, in that 


part of the prohibition district of Hyde 


Park in the neighborhood of the Coliseum. 
There are also several gambling dens in the 
vicinity, where gaming is carried on with- 
out any pretense of secrecy, 

One of the Aldermen of the ward and 
many reputable citizens whc were outraged 
by these open and unchecked violations of 
the law appealed to the Police Captain of 
the precinct. He would do nothing for 
them. Then they went to the Acting In- 
spector. He gave orders which closed the 
drinking and gaming places for a few days. 
That showed the police could shut them up 
when they chose. 

Suddenly these places were reopened. 
The Acting Inspector was appealed to 
again, but he said he could do nothing. 
Evidently he had been notified that he had 
been a little too brash. Finding him un- 
willing to act, the citizens went to the 
Chief of Police and stated their case to 
him, 

According to Alderman Bennett the in- 
solent reply of that officer was: 

I will close up these joints, or I will allow 
them to remain open, just as I —— please, and 


I don't see what in —— you people are going to 
do about it, anyway. I am not looking for advice. 


Kipley states that he used no such 
language. Doubtless he did use it and is 
now a little ashamed of himself for having 
done so. He asserts that what he did say 
was that he “ would make an investigation 
and proceed according to law.“ His plan of 
operations is to get evidence as a basis for 
a warrant for the arrest of the accused.” 
Then when the cases are taken into court, it 
may be necessary to have “an analysis of 
the liquors sold to determine whether they 
contain more than 2 per cent of alcohol.” 

By that time, as Kipley correctly ob- 
serves, the show which creates such a de- 
mand for liquor and for gaming facilities 
will be over, and some of these dives will 
close of themselves. So according to Kip- 
ley’s revised and moralized edition of his 
remarks, he told his visitors in substance 
that nothing would be done for ihem and 
they must “ grin and bear it.“ 

These indignant citizens may go to the 
courts for redress, charging that a corrupt 
police force allows the law to be violated 
for a consideration, or they may go to the 
Mayor. They should do so first. The lat- 
ter is Kipley’s boss. An order from him 
will make Kipley close these dives. The 
police ean shut them up instanter if they 
see fit. They have done so once and they 
can doitagain. This talk about analysis of 
liquers and “collecting evidence” is all 
foolishness. When these law-breakers 
know the police are against them they quit 
the field. 

There may be reasons why Kipley may 
view with indifference the existence of 
these dives which the Hyde-Parkers are 
complaining about. There can be no reason 
why the Mayor should do so. He certainly 
should be given an opportunity to take ac 
tion in the premises. 


ANOTHER REPUBLICAN RENEGADE. 

Senator Gallinger, ‘Republican Senator 
from New Hampshire, has followed closely 
in the steps of Congressman Grosvenor of 
Ohio by making a most malignant and bit- 
ter assault upon the civil service law. Le 
asserts that the law was framed by ene- 
mies of the Republican party, worshipers 
of Grover Cleveland, traitors, renegades, 
political hermaphrodites, and persons ut- 
terly unworthy of respect; that the law 
was modeled after India, China, and Great 
Britain; and that it not only should not be 
supported but that it should be thrown 
overboard. 

The origin of the civil service law is clear- 
ly stated in the St. Louis national Repub- 
lican platform. It says: 

The civil service law was placed on the statute 
book by the Republican party, which has always 
sustained it. and we renew our repeated declara- 
tions that it shall be thoroughly and honestly en- 
forced and extended wherever practicable. ° 

The Republican party, not the enemies of 
the Republican party, then, was the author 
of the civil service law. That party, as- 
sembled in convention only last year, not 
only indorsed its authorship but resolved 
that it shall be thoroughly and honestly 
enforced, and even went farther than this 
by declaring that it shall be extended 
wherever practicable. Upon this platform 
McKinley was nominated. He enthusias- 
tically accepted it and promised that he 
would take no step backward, and he has 
proved his sincerity and honesty by extend- 
ing the law where it was practicable. For 
this Gullinger, like Grosvenor, not only de- 
nounces his party but openly attacks and 
insults the President for doing his plain 
and unmistakable duty in accordance with 
the instructions of his party. Political 
meanness and malignity could hardly go 
farther than this. Carl Schurz, in a mem- 
orable and trenchant reply to Gallinger, has 
pressed home this point upon him with mer- 
ciless logic. Mr. Schurz says: 


You profess to be a faithful Republican, a strict 
party man; at least, you are not sparing in oppro- 
brious epithets when assailing those who are not. 
A really good, and strict, and faithful party man 
regards the party platform as his political gospel. 
You cannot object to being judged by your own 
standard. Do you think he deserves the name of 
a good, and strict, and faithful party man who 
only wears the party name and votes the party 
tickets, but scorns the party’s principles and 
pledges? Does it not appear to you that persons 
who do that call themselves true party men under 
false pretenses, and lay themselves open to the 
charge that they vote the party ticket for selfish 
purposes, and not as a matter of political prin- 
ciple *’? 

The animus of Gallinger which Icd to this 
bitter attack is well known. He wished 
certain appointménts made to minor posi- 
tions of persons «who had done partisan 
service for him. They were not made, and 
for good and sufficient reasons. His only 
reply is this venomous assault upon the 
President and his own party's platform, 
showing that in his estimation spoils stand 


superior to principles. Like Grosvenor, the

sulted every patriotic, law-abiding, and 
honest Republican in New Hampshire. It 
is an insult which they should remember. 
He should never be allowed to represent 
them again in any office. Both he and 
Grosvenor should take themselves out of 
the Republican party and go elsewhere, 
It has no sympathy with them and no place 
for them. No man who advocates breaking 
a solemn party pledge, made purely in the 
interests of the public service, has any right 
to be recognized as a member of that party. 


THE CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION. 

The Burkes, Thorntons, and other Demo- 
cratic spoils politicians are using all their 
powers of persuasion with the Mayor to 
get him to reorganize the Civil Service com- 
mission so that it will be obedient to them 
and allow the law under which it acts to be 
set at naught, 

The independence which has been dig- 
played by Mr. Kraus and his colleagues has 
infuriated these professional politicians. 
Nevertheless, Mr. Kraus is not going to 
hand in his resignation and it does not look 
as if the Mayor was going to ask him to 
do so or hint at his willingness to accept a 
resignation. Undoubtedly the Mayor would 
like to oblige Burke and the other Demo- 
crats who are insisting that civil service 
will be the death of the party. But he 
knows that interference with a commission 
which. is simply discharging its duty will 
create much greater disturbance than will 
be caused by a refusal to comply with 
Burke's demands. 

The Mayor would like to have peace, and 
if obliging everybody would secure peace 
he would pursue that course. But the sit- 
uation is such that he must displease one 
side or the other. The probabilities are 
that he will find it most expedient to read 
the riot act to Mr. Burke and his associates. 
They may continue to grumble, but they 
will not resign. 

The Mayor certainly should speak out plain- 
ly to them. He should order them to stop 
the factious, underhanded war they have 
been carrying on against the commission, 
and “keep their tongues from evil speak- 
ing, lying, and slandering.” He should call 
their attention to the fact that he appointed 
the Civil Service commission, that the 
policy which it is carrying out is presump- 
tively his policy, and that they are guilty of 
insubordination and “disloyalty” in at- 
tacking the commission as they have been 
doing. 

It would have been much better if the 
Mayor had not given offices to such men ag 
Thornton and Burke. But he was under 
personal obligations to them. He has paid 
his debts to them fully, however, and can 
with perfect propriety tel) them to mind 
their business and leave the commission 
alone. It has more friends than those 
politicians have. It is safer to snub them 
than to snub the commissioners, There is 
reason to hope that the Mayor will pursue 
the wiser and more popular course. In 
fact. as will be seen elsewhere in this issue, 
he makes a flat-footed declaration in favor 
of enforcing the law as he finds it on the 
statute books.

Tur full text of the Japanese govern- 
ment’s reply to the Hawalian government, 
accepting the latter’s proposal to submit the 
immigration dispute to arbitration, only 
thinly disguises the real intentions of the 
Japanese. The Hawaiian proposal is ac- 
cepted, but the acceptance is accompanied 
by certain conditions which cannot be ac- 
knowledged without danger to the sover- 
eignty of the Island's government, and to add 
to the difficulties of the situation the charge 
that the Hawallan government has taken a 
position which is capricious and arbitrary 
is unusually offensive and involves epithets 
which are not customary in a state paper of 
this kind. Stated in the fewest words, the 
Japanese government, while accepting the 
principle of arbitration, withdraws two 
points as issues to be considered in the ar- 
bitration which lie at the very foundation 
of the Hawaiian case. The first of these 18 
the bona fide possession of $50 by each of the 
rejected immigrants. If this point were con- 
ceded it would open the gates of Hawaii to 
every Japanese subject who wished to go 
there whether he were a pauper or not. The 
second point is even more vital. It is in 
substance that under the treaty of 1871 all 
classes of Japanese subjects may enter Ha- 
wall, and hence that the treaty has been vio- 
lated. The Hawaiian government can never 
submit to such a condition. It is evident 
that the time is fast approaching when the 
United States government must take a hand 
in this matter, not alone to save the rights 
of Hawali, but also to save it from dangers 
of Japanese aggrandizement. Before Ha- 
waii finally accepts this arbitration the 
United States must pass upon it.

ALL WILD RUMORS SET AT REST. 


To the Editor of The Tribune: The 
civil service law governing the hiring 
and discharging of city employes is 
as much a law of the State of Illinois 
and City of Chicago as any one on the 
statute books.

The above statement was made by Mayor 
Harrrison yesterday afternoon as defining 
his position in the last controversy over the 
enforcement of the civil service law and 
what will be his position in the future. It 
had the effect of clearing the air wonder- 


fully. 
Latest Case Speedily Adjusted. 


As to the latest difficulty between the Civil 
Service commission and the politicians, 
which resulted in the discharge of Henry 
Lutzenkirchen, secretary of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, on Tuesday, that 
was speedily adjusted as soon as the Mayor 
and the commissioners got a chance to talk 
the matter over. It never was a very seri- 
cus difficulty, but some hysterical persons 
had magnified it into an affair which would 
cause the resignations of the Civil Service 
commissioners and the nullification of the 
civil service law, until the City Hall was in 
a ferment all the morning over about as wild 
a set of rumors as ever got into print or were 
carried by word of mouth. 

The basis of the agreement was an ac- 
knowledgement by the commissioners that 
Lutzenkirchen was an appointee of the 
Mayor and out of their jurisdiction, and a 
promise by Mayor Harrison that if it could 
be shown that Lutzenkirchen or any other 
of his appointees was interfering with the 
work of the Civil Service commission he 
or they should be ‘summarily disciplined. 

The meeting was held in the Mayor's of- 
fice, and there were present besides Mr. 
Harrison Commissioners Kraus, Winston, 
and Washburn. The Mayor asked the rea- 
gon for Lutzenkirchen's discharge, and Mr. 
Kraus answered he was a sixty-day man 
who had refused to answer questions when 
interrogated by the commission in an inves- 


_ tigation it was conducting. ! 


Produces Kraus’ Opinion. 


„Rut he is not a sixty day man,” answered 
the Mayor. You will remember, if you 


read this, you yourself specifically exempted 


his position in an opinion you gave me re- 
garding the scope of the civil service law,“ 
and he pulled out of his desk the written 
opinion of the commission of May 22 last, 
defining the.civil service law and naming 
the positions the commission held to be 
exempt. Among them was that of Secretary 
of.the Department of Public Works.

THIRD MAN UNDER ARREST.

“BLIND PIG” FIGHT IS ON. 


Residents of Woodlawn Deter- 
mined to Enforce Law. 


MASS MEETING TO BE HELD. 


Chicago, Sept. 8.—(Editor of The Trib- 
une.) —I notice that Chief of Police 
Kipley denies he used the language 
attributed to him in your columns of 
today, that he denies having used pro- 
fane and insulting language on the 
occasion of our protest against “ blind 
pigs’ and gambling in the Woodlawn 
district. Permit me to state to Chief 
Kipley through your columns that he 
deliberately and knowingly lies When 
he makes that denial. He did make 
use of the language attributed to him, 
and I charge him with deliberate ly- 
img in evading or denying the same.

The foregoing letter was brought forth 
yesterday afternoon by Chief Kipley’s de- 
nial of the profane language quoted in Tun 
TRIBUNE yesterday from his remarks to the 
committee of Woodlawn citizens who called 
to protest to him against the presence of 
“blind pigs” in the prohibition district. 
The language with which the Chief was re- 
ported to have ushered the complaining 
committee out of his office was as follows: 
I' close up those joints or I'll allow them 
to run, just as I please, and I don’t see what 
in —— you people are going to do about it. I 
am not looking to you for advice.” 

Mr. Riggs, who ts resident manager of 
the New York Life Insurance company, was 
THE TRIBUN®P’S authority for the quotation. 
Mr. Kipley saw fit yesterday, when he read 
the profane utterance, to deny he had ever 
made use of such words, and then, in turn, 
Mr. Riggs issued the statement which is 
found over his signature at the head of this 
column, 

Mayor Promises to Act. 

Mayor Harrison was considerably dis- 
turbed yesterday over the stories which had 
come up from Woodlawn about the prohibi- 
tion law being violated there under police 
protection, and said if any evidence that such 
was the case were submitted to him he 
would promise an instant and thorough in- 
vestigation of the charges. 

“I know,” he said, nothing about these 
matters more than I got from an extremely 
hurried reading of THe TRIBUND this morn- 
ing, but if such a state of facts exists, and 
the police have been allowing these places to 
run for a consideration paid to them, it will 
not be tolerated for an instant. If the people 
who claim to have knowledge of the matter 
will only furnish what proof they have it 
will be thoroughly pnd honestly investi- 
gated, and if such abuses as are claimed 
exist they will be remedied at once, and 
radically so. I will not allow any such state 
of affairs to exist one moment with my 
knowledge.“ 

Fight Begins in Earnest. 


During the day the fight against dishonest 
police methods and blind pigs was be- 
gun in earnest by the people of Woodlawn 
and a plan of campaign was outlined which 
had for its purpose an effort to indict and 
prosecute Chief Kipley, Acting Inspector 
Howe, and several commanding officers of 
the southern districts of the city. 

At a meeting of some thirty property- 
owners of Woodlawn at the Woodlawn ”’ 
table at the Athletic club yesterday after- 
noon it was practically decided to call a 
mass-meeting of the citizens of both Hyde 
Park and Woodlawn for some evening next 
week fo de purpose of organizing an inde- 
pendent movement against police corruption 
and law violations. The codperation of the 
Hyde Park Protective association and of 
the Civic federation will also be requested, 
and arrangements for the mass-meeting are 
now in the hands of Mr. Riggs, who, with 
Alderman Bennett of the Thirty-fourth 
Ward, has been most active in the fight that 
has been going on since the Coliseum first 
attracted ‘** blind pigs ’’ and gamblers to the 
neighborhood. 

Co-operation Is Promised. 


Over 100 members of the Civic federation 
are residents of Woodlawn, and Mr. Riggs 
and his associates in the movement are 
confident that the Civic federation will give 
its hearty coéperation, and the Hyde Park 
Protective association, through its officers, 
has already offered the services of the as- 
sociation in the battle. 

When the citizens of Woodlawn learned 
through Tue TRIBUNE yesterday of the 
treatment their committee had received at 
the hands of Chief Kipley their indignation 
was great, and every resident of the district 
took the affair as a personalaffront. Those 
who had heretofore been but half interested 
in the movement against law violations were 
yesterday as enthusiastic and sincere in 
their support of the movement as even Al- 
derman Bennett himself, and almost to a 
man the residents of Woodlawn have 
promised to attend next week’s meeting 
and lend their moral and financial support 
to its purposes. Chief Kipley’s published 
denial that he had used the language to 
Alderman Bennett and the Woodlawn com- 
mittee attributed to him did not serve to 
lessen the anger of the various members of 
the committee. 

Officers Can Be Indicted. 

Alderman Bennett stated yesterday after- 
noon sufficient evidence of corruption had 
been obtained by him and his associates to 
easily secure an indictment against Chief 
Kipley and the officers in command under 
bim in Woodlawn. Aside from the fact that 
gaioons and gambling houses are being al- 
lowed to run in violation of law, evidence, 
which is said to be indisputable, has been 
discovered and collected showing that for 
months bribery and corruption have been the 
most conspicuous feature of the police rule 
of Woodlawn. The nature of this evidence 
will not be diselosed until after it has been 
presented to the grand jury. 

I will call on Mayor Harrison tomor- 
row,” said Alderman Bennett, “and will 
lay our case before him. In doing this I do 
not mean that we are going to drop proceed- 
ings against Kipley and the rest. How- 
ever, I believe the Mayor will order the dens 
closed up, and that will be half the battle. 
If the meeting of next week shouid result in 
a decision in favor of pushing our case 
against Kipley and Howe, Maloney, and 
others, then we will go right ahead whether 
the dens are closed or not.“

According to the report submitted to-the 
Navy department the Illinois Naval Militia 
is in every way a worthy branch of the mil- 
itary organization. The report, which 18 
signed by the members of the Inspection 
board—Lieutenant Commander Rush, Lieu- 
tenant John A. Shearman, and Ensigns 
Caldwell and Preston—says that the illinois 
Naval Militia displayed unusual activity, 
zeal, and willingness to adapt themselves 
to drill conditions. At all times during the 
encampment and the practice on the old 
man of war Michigan the discipline of the 
volunteers was noted as particularly good. 

Considering the inexperience of the ma- 
jority of the command the work of handling 
the boats in heavy seas was especially com- 
mendable. Special mention is made of the 
work in the subcaliber practice. The In- 
spection board takes special note of the fact 
that the shore line in the vicinity of Chi- 
cago is so regular as to afford tittle practice 
in reconnoigering. It is therefore recom- 
ménded that a suitable rendezvous should 
be selected for future encampments, and for 
this it is suggested that the limits of the 
State of Illinois need not necessarily be con- 
sidered. In the future the size of the drill 
divisions will be reduced to correspond with 
the limited capacity of the Michfgan, which 
this year was badly overcrowded.

ORDER IN THE CARR MATTER. 


Postmaster Gordon to Place the Case in 
the Hands of the District 
Attorney. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 8.—Acting Post- 
master General Heath had a conference to- 
day with the Attorney General as to the 
course to be pursued by the officérs of the 
Postoffice department in cases where old 
postmasters refuse to vacate for new ones, 
or where clerks decline to accept transfer 
or removal on the ground that they are pro- 
tected by the civil service regulations. The 
Attorney General advised him that the 
proper course in such cases was to refer the 
matter, with the papers, to the United States 
District Attorneys and their deputies. 

The conference was the result of an in- 
quiry from Postmaster Gordon of Chicago, 
who asked for instructions in the case of 
Superintendent Carr of Station O in that 
city, who refused to accept a transfer toa 
clerkship in the general office and secured 
a restraining order from Judge Jenkins. Mr. 
Gordon asked permission to turn the papers 
over to the District Attorney. After Mr. 
Heath’s conference with Attorney General 
McKenna he wired Mr. Gordon as follows: 

The United States District Attorney is 
the proper officer to act for you in a pre- 
liminary hearing, and you may turn over all 
papers to him and request him to act for 
you. The District Attorney here has charge 
of our cases of a similar character and the 
Department of Justice advises that the Dis- 
trict Attorney at Chicago act for you.“ 

Hereafter this policy will be pursued in 
all cases in the Postoffice department in 
which executive action is called into ques- 
tion by persons removed from office on the 
plea of protection under the civil service law. 

The postoffice officials are quite anxious 
that there should be an early judicial opin- 
ion defining their prerogatives in matters of 
appointment or transfer. They are some- 
what embarrassed by the present status of 
affairs and by the objections made under 
the civil service regulations to their acts.

Ogden Goelet Was Not Able to Take Any Solid Food Whatever, and Medical Science Could 


One hundred millions of dollars!

has passed away to travel with the body.

in a round year. Young Mr. Goelet, then, 
could carry on all the municipal affairs of 
our new and greater metropolis for a year 
at his own expense and then have $25,000,- 
000 left. 

One hundred millions is the aggregate of 
salaries of the Presidents of the United 
States ($50,000 a year) for the next 1,000 
years. Young Mr. Goelet, therefore, could, 
if he chose, set aside a fund large enough to 
pay all the Presidents of the republic from 
now on to the year 2897, and still have a 
trifle of $50,000,000 left to live on. 

The United States navy costs about 328. 
000,000 a yedr to support. Mr. Goelet could 
maintain it as his private pleasure fleet for 
a couple of years and have $44,000,000 to de- 
vote to other objects. 

He could pay all the cost of the United 
States army, coast defenses, and all the ex- 
penditures of the War department fora year, 
and use only half his fortune in doing it. 

One hundred millions is double the value 
of all the gold produced by all the mines of 
the United States for a year. 

Young Mr. Goelet could buy the total out- 
put of all the silver mines in this country 
for a year, and still have $30,000,000 of his 
vast fortune left. He could buy all the 
anthracite coal produced from American 
mines last year, and still have a balance of 
$20,000,000 at his banker's.

QUEEN LOUISE CELEBRATES HER EIGHTIETH BIRTHDAY. 


Louise, Queen of Denmark, was 80 years 
old on Tuesday and the celebration in 
Denmark of her birthday will bring to 
Copenhagen some of the most noted royalty 
in Europe. The Prince and Princess of 
Wales, the Czar and Czarina, King George 
and Queen Olga of Greece, the Duke and 
Duchess of Cumberland, and many other 
royal personages will be in the Denmark 
capital for a few days. It will be a reunion 
of monarchs, Queens, Princes, and Princess- 
es, and those with titles of less import at 
the home of their mother. 

The Queen was born in 1817. Her father 
was Landgrave Wilhelm of Hesse-Cassel. 
In 1842 she was married to King Christian, 
who was then a Lieutenant in the Danish 
army. All her children were born before 
Christian’s accession to the throne. The 
eldest, Crown Prince Frederick, married 
Princess Louise of Sweden, and with her 
got $15,000,000, left by King Charles, her 
father. Princess Alexandra, the second 
child, is better known as the Princess of 
Wales. Prince Wilhelm, born in 1845, is 
now King George of Greece. Princess Marie 
Dagmar is the widowed Czarina Marie of 
Russia. The present Duchess of Cumber- 
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land was born in 1883, and was Princess 
Thyra before her marriage to the Duke. 
Prince Waldemar, the last child, is mar- 
ried to Princess Marie of Orleans, eldest 
daughter of the Duc de Chartres. 

As the list of her children’s marriages 
will bear out, the Queen is the greatest 
match maker in Europe. Even at her ad- 
vanced age she still passes many hours in 
letter writing, the results of which are in- 
ternational matches—not always affecting 
her own family—which add to her note as 
a go-between in international matrimonial 
matters. The supposition is the training she 


received while so successfully “ placing 


her own children has given her a love for 
the work which each year binds Denmark 


in closer relations with the royal families 


of all the powers of Europe. 

In addition to her descendants the Queen 
will also have royal visitors too many to 
enumerate. King Oscar of Sweden, accom- 
panied by some member or members of his 
family, will personally carry his congratu- 
lations to his near neighbor. The birthday 
celebration promises to even outshine the 
golden wedding festivities of King Christian 
and Queen Louise in 1892.

WAITERS TO FORM NEW UNION. 


Those Employed in First-Class Clubs 
and Hotels to Hold a Prelim- 
inary Meeting Soon. 


A new waiters’ unfon is in process of 
formation in Chicago. The men who are 
behffd the plan are new in the ranks of or- 
ganized labor.

Local Cash Market Mixed. 


The local cash market is in a somewhat pe- 
culiar position.

On the other hand other 
grades of spring wheat and of hard and soft 
winter wheat are dull and at widening dif- 
ferences. The pressure to sell Kansas hard 
wheat is making some of the shipping houses 
who are presumably in close touch with 
requirements abroad rather bearish on the 
speculative situation. The pit market was 
without any features of special interest.

NO PERSONAL PROPERTY CASES. 


William D. Messinger, the paper dealer at 
170 Randolph street, F. A. Smith and D. M. 
Martindale, his attorneys, filed affidavits 
With the County board yesterday charging a 
man named Barnett, a brother of the South 
Town Clerk, with attempting to extort from 
him a bribe of $500 to fix his assessment at 
$6,000. He states that on July 1 Barnett 
‘first entered his office and said he had come 
to fix his assessment. Mr. Messinger says: 

„asked him how he could fix it and what 
authority he had. His reply was: O, that’s 
all right; I am a brother of the South Town 
Clerk and also a friend to Assessor Gun- 
ning.“ He assured me that whatever he did 
would be approved by Mr. Gunning. I want- 
ei to know what evidence he could bring me 
that such was the case. He said he would 
bring a written statement from Assessor 
Gunning that the assessment should be fixed 
at whatever figure we agreed on. I stated 
that $6,000 would be a fair valuation. He 
replied that I could have it made at that 
figure upon payment to him of $500. 
| Declines the Proposition. 

„I informed him I could not be a party to 
any such transaction; that I had placed the 
matter in the hands of my attorneys and 
would try to get justice done me. He want- 
ed to know who my attorneys were, and 
said it was often much easier to do business 
‘ with the attorney than with the principal. 
I declined to tell him, and he went away. 

* PR came back the next day and told me 

t Gunning had reprimanded him for 
eee to do the job for $500, saying that 
was too cheap, that he should have demand- 
ed $1,000. However, having named $500 as 
the amount, he said it could go at that, and 
repeated the offer to make my assessment 
$6,000. Again I refused to have anything to 
do with him.“ 

Attorney Is Visited. 

Mr. Messinger tells how portions of the 

conversation between himself and 
Barnett were overheard by Martindale, then 
a third call by Barnett three or 
tour days later. This time he insisted upon 
seeing the attorney. So Mr. 
says he took him up to F. A. Smith’s office 
in the Atwood Building, and he urged Mr. 
Smith to induce Mr. Messinger to accept the 
terms he was offering him to get his as- 
sessment cut down from $20,000 to $6,000. 
Mr. Messinger first deposed that he had 


secsived’ a card from the Ageeneor’s office 
notifying 


him that his personal property 
subject to assessment had been valued at 
$200,000. He also gives in substance two 
conversations had with Mr. Gunning, during 
one of which he stated that for the last 
three years his assessment was $13,750; that 
this was too high, but he did not complain.

TRADE IS ON A BOOM 


Biggest Business on Record 
with Uhicago Merchants. 


HEAVY PURCHASES MADE. 


Good Times Have Certainly Re- 
turned with a Vengeance. 


SPENDING ENORMOUS SUMS. 


The September meeting of the Merchants’ 
and Travelers’ association is proving a phe- 
nomenal success. It is stated on good au- 
thority, and is said to be backed up by fig- 
ures, that Chicago merchants will do the big- 
gest business this week in the history of the 
city. No exception will be made for World's 
Fair year, when every visitor left his mite 
of money and the total amount speat in 
Chicago footed up to enormous figures. But 
the biggest week of any during the World's 
Fair year would be small compared with the 
tremendous trade which Chicago merchants 
are enjoying at present. 

The business is described in two words 
as a record breaker.“ It is surpassing the 
most ardent expectations of the mercrants 
and is hard to describe in the ordinary con- 
servative language of the Chicago business- 
man. 

It is the return of good times with a venge- 
ance, and as soon as the present heavy 
stocks of manufactured goods are worked 
off the effect of the impetus in trade is sure 
to be felt in every part of the country, for it 
will put men to work in the mills and fac- 
tories turning out fresh supplies. Then 
general prosperity will be on a firm basis 
once more. 

Spending Enormous Sums. 

Over 1,200 special delegates of the Mer- 
chants’ and Travelers’ association have so 
far registered at headquarters. It is esti- 
mated that there are fully again that many 
buyers in town who have come by other 
means of nsportation and who will not 
have to register their names. C. S. Tomlin- 
son, secretary of the association, says it is 
safe to say that each one of these buyers 
will average $3,000 in purchases. On the 
basis that there are 2,000 of the country 
merchants who will come this week, their 
total expenditures will make the enormous 
sum of $6,000,000. This, added to the $4,000,- 
000 spent during the first session of the as- 
sociation, makes a total of $10,000,000 left in 
Chicago by personal buyers. 

I have talked with a great many of the 
merchants,” said Mr. Tomlinson, “and 
there is no question that a tidal wave of bus- 
iness is overwhelming the wholesale inter- 
ests of the city. More merchants are in the 
city this week than ever before in the his- 
tory of the city. More dollars’ worth of 
goods are being 1 than ever before. 
These statements can be verifled by any 
skeptical person by making a few inquiries 
of the heavy jobbers or general salesmen. 


Farmers Are Cheertul. 


“The millinery business is probably ex- 
ceeding its natural proportions, but the big 
sales are simply indicative of the general 
prosperous conditions existing among the 
farmers. They have money for the first 
time in several years and they are squaring 
their accounts and buying new clothing for 
themselves and families. The merchants 
say the farmers are cheerful. I understand, 
however, that the country buyers are pur- 
chasing very conservatively. They do not 
yet seem to have recovered from the mem- 
ory of their experiences of the last three 
years. They are not plunging or speculating. 
They are stocking up on close lines and they 
figure to sell every dollar’s worth of goods 
purchased to simply satisfy the natural 
trade in their localities. There is no wild, 
enthusiastic talk. Each man is feeling his 
way carefully, evidently being determined 
to make no mistakes. 

When I say ‘conservative I I do not mean 
that the buyers are not spending lots of 
money. They are purchasing liberally as 


compared with last year’s trade, but they 


are buying goods on a sound and safe basis. 
They are satisfied that the farmers will have 
to buy this fall, as the agricultural classes 
have spent no money for the last three 
years. Old clothes are now worn out and it 
is absolutely necessary to replenish the 
household supplies. There is no doubt that 
the country is in better shape than it has 
been for many long months.“ 


LEAD HELPS OUT SILVER MINES. 


Advance in the Baser Metal More than 
Offsets the Decline in the Other and 
Enables Mining at a Profit. 


Denver, Colo., Sept. 8.— [Special. I—The 
general impression prevailing among 
Smelter men and others familiar with the 
lead situation is that lead will advance un- 
til it reaches not less than $4.50 per hundred, 
the reason for this belief being that the de- 
mand for several years has been so trifling 
that stocks were kept as low as possible. 
The effect will be seen in a few days, owing 
to orders having been issued for general re- 


sumption of business in low grade silver 


mines. In ore that runs six ounces silver 
and 15 per cent lead the loss in the silver 
has been 60 cents, while the gain in lead, be- 
tweem $3.60 and $4 per hundred pounds, is 
$1.20, a net gain of 60 cents on the ore. For 
that reason there will be as many low grade 
silver-lead mines in operation as there were 
before the decline. 

J. B. Grant, the smelter man, says there 
is no probability of the supply of lead being 
sufficient to reach the demand. Among the 
producers that felt the worst effect of the 
reduction in silver were the mines of Clear 
Creek County. In the upper part of that 
territory nearly all the mines closed down 
last week, but today word was sent out to 
prepare for resumption on a larger scale 
than ever, the increase in lead more than re- 
paying the owners for the loss of silver val- 
ues.
